ornamentation.  The  point  de  paris  with 
the  thick  designs  iu  a  ooral  pattern  is  a 
favorite  lace.  The  point  de  genes  is  seen 
frequently  in  Vandykes  or  other  color - 
ettes,  as  well  as  on  revere  and  waists  in 
dettfbed  pieces,  all  forming  one  plan 
andl  scheme  of  ornamentation.  Then 
theraQs  the  white  chontilly,  delicate  and 
fined,  and  the  always  pieusing  Valen¬ 
ciennes. 

Tbe  latest  popnlay  luce  is  the  lierra, 

*hich  shows  a  very  delicate  net  mesh, 
with  single  flowerets  scattered  very  spar¬ 
ingly  over  the  surface.  These  flowerets 
are  in  a  regular  point  lace  stitch  and  are 
very  clearly  and  sharply  defined.  The 
figures  vary  in  size,  growing  larger  as 
they  near  the  edge,  which  is  quite  close¬ 
ly  wrought.  The  chief  claim  to  beauty 
of  tbeRu  laces  is  the  sparseuess  of  the  pat¬ 
tern  over  the  flue  net.  They  remind  one 
of  the  old  Elizabethan  laces.  They  are 
cheap,  too,  rnnning  from  50  cents  to  $2 
per  yard.  The  cheaper  is  4  inches  wide 
and  the  other  12  to  15. 

There  is  much  very  prefer/  all  over 
lace  for  yokes  aud  foundation^  for  drap¬ 
eries,  aud  the  liking  for  black  and  white 
insertion  laco  has  not  died  out  by  any 
means.  Tho  uses  of  all  these  laces  are 
manifold.  Chief  just  now  are  the  collar¬ 
ette,  yoke,  fichu  aud  cravat  ruffs.  Some 
of  these  have  velvet  foundation  with 
lace  borderings.  One  was  cut  to  cover 
the  whole  upper  portion  of  tho  shoul¬ 
ders  and  fall  iu  a  point  to  tbe  waist  in 
front,  rounded  off  in  the  back.  All 
aronud  was  a  foil  ruffle  of  point  de 
paris. 

There  were  more  tiny  white  pearl  but¬ 
tons  than  I  can  count  set  In  five  triple 
lines  down  the  front.  Between  these 
triplo  liues  were  set  fancy  pearl  buttons 
in  three  sizes,  the  largest  at  the  top. 

Three  rows  were  sewed  completely 
around  the  collar.  A  yoke  for  a  yonng 
lady  was  of  all  over  wheel  pattern  with 
a  full  ruffle  of  Russian  lace  all  around. 

The  yoke  was  made  over  blue  silk.  The 
standing  collar  was  of  the  same.  A  bit 
of  bine  ribbon  made  a  triple  loop  on  the 
shoulders.  Air  these  yokes  are  arranged 
to  be  affixed  to  any  gown  at  will.  An¬ 
other  square  yoke  of  maize  taffeta  was 
covered  with  net  dotted  with  ehaded 
brown  and  orange  chenille.  There  were 
applique  Vandykes.  There  was  a  wide 
ruffle  of  paris  point  and  two  pert  little 
maize  ribbon  bows.  A  very  handsrn  e 
collarette  was  made  of  black  guipure 
insertion  laid  over  pale  lilac  silk.  Tb  e 
was  a  very  full  ruffle  of  escurial  laid, 
which  is  seen  again  in  black  quite  often. 

The  high  stock  was  draped,  and  at  the 
back  was  set  a  rich  bow  of  lilac  ri  bbon. 

The  stocks  with  bows  of  ribbon  in  the 
backs  are  extremely  modish  just  now. 

They  are  made  of  all  kinds  of  ribbon, 
preferably  the  cheney  and  paisley  pat¬ 
terns,  though  rich  plaids  and  plain  rib¬ 
bons  are  need.  Velvet  stocks  are  more 
becoming  than  ribbon,  and  crepe  lisee 
ones  prettier  than  either.  Great  taste 
and  ingenuity  have  been  called  into
